In  the  final 
we  were  pitted  against  that  team  in  blue  from  Toronto.  The  Saints  created  more  chances  in  the  first  half  in  a  heated  and  tense  game.  Adam  Moodie  bundled 
in  a  Marcantognini  corner  to  put  the  good  guys  up  by  one.
